Your  local  organization  to  prevent  and  extinguish 
brush  and  woods  fires  is  glad  to  report  a  good  year  of 
forest  protection  in  1948.  In  spite  of  danger  conditions 
nearly  equalling  at  times  those  of  1947  when  great 
losses  were  suffered  in  New  Hampshire  and  New  Eng- 
land, fire  damage  and  loss  this  year  have  been  gratify- 
ingly  low. 

With  the  continuing  cooperation  of  all  the  people, 
we  can  hope  to  have  another  successful  year  in  1949. 
Let  us  remember  that  in  any  year,  over  90%  of  all 
fires  are  caused  by  carelessness  and  that  all  of  these 
man-caused  fires  are  preventable. 

Today,  we  have  more  slash  and  uncut  grassland  than 
for  many  years  in  the  past.  Smokers,  campers  and 
tourists  who  use  our  outdoors  are  also  more  numerous 
than  ever  before.  We  must  therefore  be  ready  for  fires 
which  might  occur  but,  above  all,  prevention  by  every- 
one is  the  greatest  need. 

A  few  simple  precautions  taken  by  every  citizen  will 
help,  as  follows: 

(1)  Always  get  a  written  permit  from  the  warden 
before  kindling  a  fire  outdoors  when  the  srround 

is  not  covered  with  snow. 

(2)  If  you  smoke,  always  extinguish  matches  and 
tobacco  before  dropping  or  throwing  them  down.

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This  will  be  my  first  complete  year  on  which  I  have 
to  report  but  I  find  it  no  easier  than  my  first  report. 
The  business  of  administering  an  educational  program 
is  becoming  increasingly  complex.  It  is  simple  to  write 
a  statistical  report  of  what  has  already  happened  but  I 
am  more  concerned  with  the  present  and  the  future 
educational  program  in  Warner.  There  are  three 
major  problems  which  we  face.  They  are  continued 
teacher  shortage,  increased  enrollment  with  its  attend- 
ing housing  shortage,  and  the  problem  of  pro-rating 
the  costs  of  Simonds  Free  High  School. 

The  situation  as  far  as  the  teacher  supply  is  concerned 
is,  if  anything,  worse  this  year.  In  the  high  school  there 
is  a  fairly  good  supply  in  a  few  fields  but  in  other  fields 
there  is  still  a  shortage.  Xo  immediate  relief  seems  to 
be  in  sight.  I  believe  that  we  have  got  to  have  some 
recruiting  done  on  the  local  and  State  level.  We  have 
two  fine  senior  girls  who  are  getting  some  work  experi- 
ence at  the  Grade  School  this  year.  We  still  will  have 
to  compete  with  neighboring  towns  and  states  who  will 
be  increasing  salaries  next  year. 

Increased  enrollment  is  a  problem  which  all  schools 
are  facing  and  will  face  in  the  next  few  years  and  War- 
ner is  no  exception. 

The  commonly  accepted  teacher  load  is  the  following: 

Children  6-8  years         20-25  per  teacher 
Children  9-12  years       25-30  per  teacher 

From  the  above  figures  we  can  see  that  our  teachers 
have  been  overloaded.  The  first  and  second  grade  is  an 
unbearable  situation.  There  are  at  the  present  mo- 
ment, 26  children  in  Grade  I  and  20  children  in  Grade 
II.  We  have  a  helping  teacher  in  the  room  this  year, 
but  next  year  these  two  grades  should  be  separated  and 
a  separate  teacher  provided  for  each  group.  This  will 
mean  utilizing  the  Domestic  Arts  room  and  fixing  up 
a  class  room  in  the  basement  for  the  exceptional  class. 

It  should  not  be  forgotten  that,  as  the  first  grade  group 
moves  along,  it  is  going  to  create  a  problem  in  any  of 
the  rooms  which  houses  two  grades.  Forty-five  young- 
sters is  far  too  many  pupils  for  one  teacher  to  handle 
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properly.  This  year,  we  have  134  pupils  which  means 
we  have  just  about  reached  the  capacity  of  the  elemen- 
tary school  building. 

Simonds  Free  High  School 

As  the  enrollment  increases  in  the  elementary  school, 
these  increases  affect  the  high  school  enrollment.  Last 
year  105  pupils  were  registered  at  Simonds;  so  far  this 
year  118  have  been  registered;  next  year  we  may  expect 
another  increase  of  about  15  pupils.  Increased  enroll- 
ment means  increased  tuition  but  it  also  means  in- 
creased cost  of  instruction.  You  can't  go  on  adding 
pupils  and  keep  the  same  teaching  staff.  Some  classes 
will  have  to  be  divided  and  in  order  to  do  this  the  teach- 
ing staff  will  have  to  be  increased.  Not  only  that,  but 
the  present  school  plant  will  not  adequately  hold  too 
many  more  pupils. 

Some  people  have  suggested  that  further  additions 
be  made  to  Simonds  High  and  set  up  a  cooperative 
school  district  with  the  towns  sharing  the  cost  of  added 
construction.  How  much  of  an  addition  will  be  made? 
Will  this  addition  take  care  of  the  Hopkinton  grades 
7-12  consisting  of  130  pupils  and  Henniker  with  a  school 
population  of  114?  Will  you  have  an  adequate  plant 
after  you  made  the  additions?  These  questions  must 
be  answered. 

Other  people  have  suggested  that  we  drop  all  tuition 
pupils  and  run  a  high  school  just  for  Warner  children. 
Would  this  cut  the  total  cost  of  education  for  Warner's 
high  school  youngsters?  Would  it  affect  the  present 
program  of  studies? 

My  belief  is  that  there  is  no  simple  answer  to  this 
problem  and  what  the  solution  will  be  can  only  be 
found  after  a  lot  of  hard  research  work.  It  is  my  hope 
that  in  the  next  few  weeks  the  school  boards  in  this 
Union  will  meet  to  formulate  plans  for  an  intensive 
study  of  the  possibilities  of  a  cooperative  school.  They 
will  have  to  have  the  help  of  various  planning  boards 
and  committees  already  formed,  but  these  committees 
should  work  under  the  direction  of  the  school  board, 
in  the  various  communities.

Any  study  that  is  made  will  have  to  be  made  by  people 
who  are  looking  for  facts  without  any  preconceived 
ideas.  Once  all  the  facts  have  been  accumulated  they 
should  be  presented  to  the  people  for  judgment.  As 
Dr.  Fuller  said,  "Given  full  opportunity  to  consider 
the  facts  about  public  education,  the  people  of  New 
Hampshire  will  make  the  right  decisions."
